Gift to Admiral Dewey 


Boston Oct. 14—The residents of Bos- 


ton and their environs were augmented 
today by thousands of visitors who di-i 
homage to America's 
distinguished 


sailui and vanquisher of Montojo. Or- 
d.nary affairs of the day were aban- 
doned. 


The demonstration was really one of 


which all the states from Eastern Can- 
ada to Long Island took part. 


The sailors of the Olympia was held 


next to their chief in interest and there • 
was regret that the other crews were 
absent. 


The city was finely decorated and the 


route of the parade was a mass of 
color. The first part of the program 
was a musical recital by 25,000 children. 
From the common, the party went to 
the reviewing stand where Admiral 
Dewey was presented a watch from the 
city by Major Quincy. 


Mayor tliilncy's Speech 


After reviewing the admiral's record 


and the Manila battle, in referring to 
honors accorded Admiral Dewey, Mr. 
Quincy said ''The people of America are 
not ungrateful; they would gladly be- 
stow upon you any favor, even the 
highest in their gift. You are again on 
your native soil, but your fame was 
won at Manila. There it should be se- 
cured and perpetuated. The work of 
your fieet was one of liberation, not of 
enslavement. However dark the situ- 
ation the intentions of the American 
people must be felt and recognized at 
Washington and in Luzon. "When peace 
is restored, under a wise government, 
the Philippines will be given a fuller 
liberty than they are capable of en- 
joying. Then will come the time when 
a statute to George Dewey will be 
erected in the chief square of Manila, 
and the natives shall write beneath it 
the single title, the proudest that can 
be borne by mortal man, "Liberator." 


Dewey Speech In Acceptance 


The admiral accepted the token in thf, 


following words: "Mr. Mayor, I wish 
to thank you for your kind comnll • 
mentary remarks. I wish also to thank 
you and through you the citizens of 
this present, for the c ty's freedom, for 
this great ovation, the like of whic>: no 
man ever saw I think. The ovation 
which was given me last night, I be- 
lieve, has never been equalled within 
the lifetime of any of us, at all events 
I never saw the equal of it. I thank 
you very much Indeed."

gift of the city to Admiral Dewey, the 
presentation being made on a stand In 
front of city hall. The gift Is a $1000 go.ld 
watch, containing 21 diamond and ruby 
(eweltf.

fain of'the Qlympla opening the batfle 
of Manila: "Gridley, you may fire when 
ready." Mayor Quincy made the pre- 
sentation and the Handel and Haydn 
society, to the number of 200 voices, eung. 
Representatives of Governor Wolcott 
then assumed charge of Admiral Dewey 
and took him to luncheon. The parade 
was led by Governor W,olcott as com- 
mandier-in-chief of the state forces.

According to the Kimberley corre- 


spondent of The Daily Telegraph, Cecil 
Rhodes had a narrow escape from cap- 
ture while on his way there. His train 
was delayed and he passed the Modder 
river three hours after the expiration of 
the ultimatum, •n hen the Boers were only 
five miles distant, and stfme of their 
spies were actually on the platform. 
Rhodes lay low and was not recognized. 
Had he been his capture would have 
been easy, as the line was not defended. 
He belipves the strength of the enemy 
is greatly exaggerated, and that they 
will not attack the intrenchments. The 
chief cause of anxiety is ignorance of 
their artillery strength. 


A British armored train has been 


wrecked by the Boers near Kraihan sta- 
tion while on the way to Mafeking 'with 
guns. The armored train had acted as 
pilot for a refugee train going south, and 
was blown up and 15 soldiers were killed 
on its way back to Mafeking. The Boers, 
it Is reported, shelled the wreckage after 
the train was derailed. A young man 
named Neethling, who pluckily rode into 
the Boer camp to arrange for the safety 
of the women and children, has been de- 
tained as a prisoner. 


The news of the outrage has aroused 


the population at Cape. Town to the 
pitch of violence. 


If a Vryburg telegram received at 


Cape Town is correct, it is probable that 
the Boers are attempting a turning 
movement on Mafeking, otherwise the 
presence of 3000 Boers between Mafeking 
and Maribogo is incomprehensible. It 
is possible, however, that they have 
merely cut the telegraph wire and taken 
possession of the line. 


The Times this morning, discussing the 


situation, says: 


It is idle to ignore the fact that If the 


Boers make a determined advance on a 
large scale into Natal, as appears to be 
the case, a sustained condition of mas- 
terly inactivity might become hopelessly 
out of the question. We have no means 
of estimating the exact number of troops 
at Ladysmith, Glencoe and Dundee, and 
if we had it would not be expedient to 
discuss the point. 
But if 12,000 Free 


State troops are to be reckoned in ad- 
dition to Commandant General Joubert's 
contingent, the situation Is undoubted- 
ly graver than it seemed yesterday, and 
further details will be awaited with 
anxiety. 
A point in favor of the de- 


fenae is that the Free State and Trans- 
vaal Boers are not accustomed £<i work- 
ing in unison, and that any attempt on 
their part to apply the principal of con- 
verging columns to an attack on Lady- 
emith would not be likely to meet with 
complete success. 
The armored train 


incident is regretable, but is scarcely 
disastrous, except that it tends to cut 
Mafeking off from touch with Plumber's 
force in Rhodesia. 


The Daily Mail's correspondent at 


Dundee, Natal, says: Beports are circu- 
lated here that the Boers have reached 
Newcastle, but no confirmation of either 
this or of the reports of fighting at 
Mafeking and Ladysmith are yet arriv- 
ing.

Boston, Oct. 14.— As Admiral Dewey's 


train passed from New Hampshire to 
Massachusetts 
territory 
yesterday, 


General Carter, representing the mili- 
tary of Massachusetts, and President 
Smith and Speaker Bates, representing 
Governor Wolcott, went into the ad- 
miral's car and were introduced by Gov- 
ernor Bjollins, who then turned the guest 
over to the care of Massachusetts. The 
admiral's journey through Vermont and 
New Hampshire was one continual 
ovation, which for spontaneous en- 
thusiasm has never been equalled, not 
even when a president was the chief 
figure. 


On the admiral's arrival in Boston 


fully 25,000 people were crowded in and 
around the Union station, and in the rush 
to get a look at the hero he waa well nigh 
carried off his feet. 
Met by Mayor 


Quincy, and accompanied by a delega- 
tion representing the Home Market club, 
the Chamber of Commerce and other 
municipal bodies, the admiral was con- 
ducted to a carriage, which was waiting, 
and in which he rode at the head of a 
column of nearly 10,000 war veterans 
through the city's principal down-town 
streets, to the Hotel Touraine, -which will 
be his place of entertainment during a 
three days' stay. 


The admiral's escort last night were 


the naval' veterans, and following them 
were posts of the Massachusetts depart- 
ment of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and of the Spanish War Veterans. All 
the streets were profusely decorated, and 
crowds lined the sidewalks. Red fire 
was burned with lavishness. 


The admiral, after dinner, witnessed a 


flne display of fireworks on Boston com- 
mon, 
from his apartments in the hotel, 


and retired at a seasonable hour. 


When Admiral Dewey arrived at his 


suite of roome In the Hotel Touraine, last 
evening, he found a beautiful floral de- 
sign, fully six feet in height, the gift of 
the Daughters of the American Revolu- 
tion of Massachusetts, and each chapter 
in the state contributed. The piece was 
made up of the choicest American beauty 
roses, arranged UJse an enormous bou- 
quet. 
The long items were tied with 


ribbons of blue and white, the colors of 
the society. 
In the ribbon bow, twined 


around the base," were two silk flags, the 
Stars and Stripes and the admiral's 
colors. 


The streets of Bestow were never more 


lavishly decorated than for this celebra- 
tion. "Dewey day" Is a worthy rival to 
that celebration which in New York 
signalized the admiral's return to his 
native land. The city is crowded to its 
capacity. The feature of the celebra- 
tion, the parade, started promptly at 
noon, but previous to. that was the pre- 
sentation of a watch to Admiral Dewey 
at city hall in behalf of the city of Bos- 
ton, ana then the singing of over 20,000 
school children on the Common.

RAVAGES OF PLAGUE 


Could be Checked if British Authorities 


Took Proper Course 


inefficiency of Existing Quarantine Conditions 
Responsible 


for the Widespread Invasion of the Disease in 


Europe, 
What the Medical News Says 


New York, Oct. 14.—The Medical News 


Bays editorially In its issue today that 
the laxness of British India government 
is responsible to a great degree for the 
prevalence and the ravages of the 
plague. The editorial quotes a stiort 
paragraph from a letter written by Wil- 
fred Watkins-Patchford, late special 
plague medical officer in the English 
service, to the British medical Journal, 
in which he asserts that the opportunity 
afforded the In<B»n government of sys- 
tematic research into the dteeas« ha§ 
been neglected; that scientific research 
imto the plague was not encouraged by 
the authorities, and that the problem was 
only dealt with as a civil misfortune to 
the Indian dependence. 


In oommentfng on this statement made 


by Dr. Watkins-Patchford, The Medical 
News claims that it has waited Before 
commenting on the assertion until there 
would be some explanation on the part 
of the British Indian authorities. This 
explanation not having been forthcom- 
ing. The Medical News goes on to say 
that there has been a growing feeling 
in the medical world for some tlma that 
the plague might have-been kept in 61bser 
control had the British authorities been 
more ready to use the resources modern 
hygiene and sanitation .placed at their 
command. 


The civilized world .has a right to de- 


mand that this should b*^»»«. the edi- 
torial claims, but the opinion that .the 
plague Is coming to be. looked upon by 
the Britten authorities ae a'matter of 
course 1» becoming more and moro 
prevalent. To prevent the plague, The 
News gays, requires special men and 
special service r»ther than sporadic ef- 
forts at tlmce of awful mortality. Eng- 
land should ^etlfie the interest'the dis- 


ease has for the human race and should 
act .on a corresponding scale. The Brit- 
ish empire owes this to herself if she is 
to justify her mission to the world as the 
great civilizer and fosterer of progress. 


The widespread invasion of the dis- 


ease, the editorial asserts, demonstrates 
the inefficiency of existing quarantine 
conditions, and it declares that Europe 
has been derelict in allowing the plague 
to gain a foothold within her borders; 
that Europe has heretofore been looked 
upon as the natural barrier between the 
seat of the plague and our own country, 
and that this having been broken 
through the responsibility comes back 
to us fer our own safety. 


Accurate scientific knowledge of the 


disease is steadily on the increase, but 
aa yet no specific remedy has been found 
that ensures safety frona- »lii invasion. 
Our security dies in not wmlng within 
the range of infection; or, in other words, 
quarantine. 


The article concludes with an explana- 


tion of the infectious nature of the dis- 
ease, its appearance at first inception 
and with highly complimentary remarks 
as to the efficiency of our own quaran- 
tine service.

fy" / VEGSTABLE SALADS. 


The very name of salad seems to con- 


vey to some people the idea ol a dish 
Sifflcult to prepare. V/ith this, there 
comes to tham, also, a suggestion of ex- 
pense. 


These-opinions concerning salads may 


doubtless be traced back to the days 
when chicken, lobster or salmon salad 
were considered the only dishes wo-rlb.y 
of the serious attention of the hou.io- 
keeper who wisned to set before her 
family or friends a salad course. Those 
compounds were both troublesome and 
costly to make, and the only, other salad 
with which the majority of persons were 
famiWar was one of lettuce, that had 
not anly been bruised, in the first place, 
byx "being shredded with a knife, instead 
ot broken with the fingers, but had also 
been drenched with an unwholesome 
and indescribable dressing. 


Nowadays, all that is changed. "During 


the past ten or fifteen yes^rs, Americans 
"ha.ve learned more about salads than 
they ever knev.- before. New varieties 
of green salads bare bsen put on the 
market, and nearly every on knows, by 
Fight, at least, Chicory, Escarole, Ro- 
maino and Endive, as woll as the ordi- 
nary lettuce. But in addition to these, 
the vegetable salad has come into pop- 
ularity. Housekeepers have learned 
that there is a better use to be rnadc 
of left-over vegetables than to turn 
them into the stock-pot, or, worse still, 
into the swill-pail. They have even found 
that it is often well worth while to cook 
certain vegetables for the special pur- 
pose of converting them into salads. 


With all vegetable salads, a French 


dressing is probably the best. About 
the only exception to this rule is found in 
the case of a salad of raw tomatoes 
With this some people prefer a mayon- 
naise, but there can be no doubt as to 
which is the most wholesome. The 
emulsion of egg and oil makes far more 
of a demand upon the digestive pow- 
ers than the simple mixture of oil and 
vinegar, salt and pepper. Since "the 
secret of the salad lies in the dressing," 
it may not be amiss to repeat here the 
proportions of a French dressing, that 
is so simple to mix, and like many 
other simple things, is so rarely well 
done. 


FRENCH DRESSING. 


Put into a. small bowl a saltspoonful 


of salt, half as much white pepper, three 
tablespoonfuls of oil and one of cider 
vinegar. The oil must be of tho best. 
Nothing less can be trusted to produce a 
satisfactory jjesult. Stir all thoroughly 
until they are perfectly blended. To 
many people the flavor of the dressing 
is improved if the bowl in which it is 
mixed is first rubbed with an onion or 
a clove of garlic. When ready, it can 
either bs poured over the salad in the 
dish, or passed to the guests. The for- 
mer is the better plan with most cooked 
salads. 


Foremost among vegetable salads, 


both for simplicity and for taste, comes 
perhaps asparagus. In its season it is 
a delight, and yet it is of less value than 
other salads because of the brevity of 
its stay. Not far behind it in merit i3 
the cauliflower. Both are prepared in 
the same fashion,—boiled, 
drained, 


chilled and served with a French dress- 
ing. 


POTATO SALAD. 
" ~" 


Boil and peel potatoes, and slice thin. 


Put into a bowl with a small onion, 
which has been chopped fine. If the taste 
of raw onion is not relished, this may 
have boiling water poured over it and be 
left standing for five minutes before 
mixing with the potato. You may also 
add a couple of cold beets, sliced thin. 
Over all, pour the French dressing, tak- 
ing care that this is well blended with 
the salad. 


Potato salad lends itself to many va- 


riations. It is good when celery is 
mixed with it in equal parts with 
the 
potato, 
and small anchovies, 


shredded 
fine, 
are 
a 
valuable 


addition. Tomatoes, carrots, radishes 
and even cucumbers may be combined 
with it. 


STRING BEAN SALAD. 


Cut boiled string beans into inch 


lengths, arrange on lettuce leaves in a 
salad bowl, and pour over them a 
French dressing. An added zest will be 
given to the dish by mixing a teaspoon- 
ful of minced parsley and one of olives, 
stoned and cut in small pieces, with the 
dressing before it is poured on the 
beans. With the beans, may also be 
mingled green peas, in equal propor- 
tions. 


STUFFED BEET SALAD. 


Boil good-sized red beets, and scrapo 


off the skins while they are still warm. 
Cut a cap off the top and hollow out the 
inside. When they are perfectly cold, 
fill] them with minced celery, mixing a 
French dressing with it first. Place the 
beets on lettuce leaves in a salad bowl, 
and pour more dressing over them be- 
fore sending them to table. 


Chopped cucumber, and the beet that 


has been taken from the inside, may b«

used in equal parts for filling in place of 
the ceitiy. 


MACEDOINE SALAD. 


Arrange lettuce leaves in a salad 


bcwJ, and uyon them heap cold boiled 
potatoes, onions, carrots, beets, peas 
and beans, the larger vegetables cut in- 
to neat dice, and oil -.veil mixed. Over 
them turn a ger.e-rous supply of Flench 
dressing- and blend, — or uwe the tech- 
nical phrase, "i'atisue" well, before 
serving. Even cold baked beans may 
be added to this dish. It is r, great 
stand-by for the housekeeper for a cold 
Sunday luncheon or supper. 


CABBAGE SALAD. 


This is one of the few salads that is 


better made with a raucc peculiarly its 
own than with either French or may- 
onnaise dressing. 


The cabbage,— a firm white head,— 


must first be cut fine with a sharp knife 
thai, will shred without bruising it. Put 
a cupful of swcst rr.iikla a. double-boiler 
to got hot while you heat a half-cupful 
of vinegar in another vessel. As soon 
as the latter is scalding, add to it a la- 
blccpoonful each of butter and white 
sugar, a scant tesapoonful 
of celery 


salt, and a pinch of pepper. Bring io .•* 
boil, turn in the cabbage and move to t ' 
nide of the fire where it will not boi 


this time tho milk should be hot 


Pour it upon t\vo esss, well-beaten, re- 
turn to the fire, and as soon as tha mix- 
ture thickens, put it with the cabbage 
into a bowl and stir thoroughly. Set at 
once in n, very cold place and serve when.

OMELET. 


Comparatively few ot" our housekeep- 


ers dare attempt an omelet, but there 
Is nothing difficult about it. The chief 
cause of failure lies in, not having the 
spider hot enough, or in making an ome- 
let too large for the pan. For a spider 
eight inches in diameter not more than 
four eg-gs should be used. For an oinelet 
of this size use four eggs, one teaspoon- 
ful of salt and two tablespoont'uls of 
cream, or In place of that use milk. Beat 
tho yolks alone to a smooth batter, add 
the milk, salt and pepper, and lastly, 
the well-beaten whites. Have the fry- 
ing pan very hot. Put in a tablespoon- 
ful of butter, which should instantly 
hiss. Follow it quickly with the well- 
beaten mixture, and do r.otst'r this after 
it goes ia. 
Cook over a hot fire, and as 


the egg sets loosen it from the pan with- 
out breaki«g, to prevent burning. It 
should cook in about ten minutes. When 
the middle is set it is a good plan to place 
the pan on the high grate in the oven to 
brown the top. This is not needed if 
you turn half of the omelet over upon. 
itself before turning the whole 'ro:n the 
pan upon a hot dish. Serve ho:. 


ROAST PARTRIDGE. 


Lard them well with fat pork; tie the 


legs down to the rump, leaving the feet 
on while cooking; baste them well and 
often with melted butter. They require 
twenty-five or thirty minutes to gook. 
To make a gravy put the drippings in'to 
a saucepan with a piece of butter about 
the size of an egg and a little flour and 
hot water. 
Stir the flour into the hot 


butter until smooth, turn in hot water 
enough to make it the right consistency. 
«ust let it boil up once. Or make a bread 
sauce for partridge. Cut up an onion 
and boil it in milk until it is quite soft; 
then strain the milk into a cup of stale 
bread crumbs, and let it stand one hour. 
Then put it into a sauce pan, with about 
two ounces of butter, a little pepper, 
salt, mace and the boiled onion. Boil it 
all up together and serve it in a sauce 
tureen. 


WATER MELON CAKE. 


Whites of six eggs, two cups of white 


sugar, one cup of butter, one cup of 
sweet milk, four even cups of flour, two 
teaspoonfuls of baking powder; flavor 
with lemon or vanilla. For the red part, 
take the whites of two eggs, three- 
fourths cup of red sugar sand, one-half 
cup butter, two cups flour, one-half cup 
of milk, one teaspoonful of baking pow- 
der. Beat the sugar and butter to a 
cream, and the eggs to a stiff froth. 
Take one-half the quantity of the white 
mixture, for the bottom layer, then add 
the red mixture, and lay on two rows of 
seeded raisins, so that they will be an 
inch apart; then add the rest of the 
white for the top layer. Bake in loaf 
tin. 


RICE BREAD. 


Rice bread makes a pleasing variety 


at the breakfast table. Take a pint of 
well cooked rice, half a Dint of flour, the 
yolks of four eggs, two tablcspoonfuU 
of butter melted, one pint of milk, ancl 
half a teaspoonful of salt; beat all these 
together, then, lastly, add the whites of 
the four eggs, beaten to a stiff froth. 
Bake in shallow pan*, or in gem tins. 
Serve warn*.

Reform in School Grading 


We need to change from a method of 


distribution of the work wherein a 
teacJ.er has charge of all the pupils of 
one or more- grades and at the same 
time teaches the subjects studied in 
those grades, to a method wherein the 
teacher in tjjiarge of the pupils does no 
class teachtng and. the class teacher 
teaches the same subject or subjects 
for all gradas and has nothing to do 
with session-room work. This would 
require some remodeling of school build. 
ings ajid some revision of the ideas of 
discipltoe and of the duties of teachers 
in charge of session rooms. 


The first requirement is a large ses- 


sion room with suitable seats for, say, 
100 children. It should have , sufficient 
water-closets and wash-rooms con- 
nected with it. Also it should be fitted 
with wall cases for books, museum 
specimens, etc. The second require- 
ment is a sufficient number of class 
rooms for 20 pupils, each suitabiy con- 
nected with the session room.- and fit- 
ted with the proper seats, tables and 
other equipment necessary for the 
kind of work to be done under the di- 
rection of the teacher of that room. 


The session room teacher should oa 


th': broadest and ablest to be found, for 
she more than any other will be an ex- 
ample anil r/roral aid to the pupils. The 
class room teachers should report to 
the session room teacher pupils re- 
(Tilling Bj.*cial attention, and *9 wfll 
aa may be what the special attention 
should be. By this method pupils will 
be with the same teachers -Cor several 
years, and will thus be relieved fro*n 
much of that sort of repetition of work 
that so fuquently occurs m i<assi ja; 
up the g:sdf B in the ordinarv -vray, and 
w-hlot does much to develop indiffer- 
ence and lainess in maniy children,—

Nora "Archibald SmltH 


Tha name of Nora Archibald Smith 


is familiar in connection with several 
books relating to the kindergarten and 
the home' training of children, for with 
Mrs Wiggta she wrote "The Story 
Hour," "Chlldrenfs Rights" and "The 
Republic of Childhood." Her name ap- 
pears alone in "The Children, of the Fu- 
ture," buglished last year an. in "Under 
the Cactus Flag," a story of and for 
youag people, just published. 


She was born in Philadephiat the 


second daughter of a« attorney-at-law, 
and comes of a family prominent on 
both sides in the early history of New 
England. Her only sister is Kate Doug- 
las Wiggin (Mrs. George C. Biggs), and 
the two little girla always found m 
each other the dearest and most fasci- 
nating of playmates. 
Their 
early 


childhood was passed in Hollis, Matae, 
not far from Portland, and the sisters 
still usually spend the summer 
at 


"Quillcote," their country house in that 
quiet little village1,: 


In 1873 the family moved to Califor- 


nia, and the whole course of their lives 
was thereby changed. It caused the 
first separation also, between the chifll- 
ren, for the elder sister remained In 
Massachusetts at Abbott academy, An- 
dover, and the younger went wtih her 
parents to make her home in Sauta 
Barbara. 


Miss Smith here first went to school. 


for up to this time her sister and her 
father had been her teachers, and the 
former even taught her to write. 
The 


children had always worked and played 
together, and now the younger one was 
forced to enter upon the ordeal of 
school life alone. The college at Santa 
Barbara was then an instltutloni of 
high rank, and offered among other 
things, particularly good instruction in 
Spanish; and Miss Smith studied this 
language to such good effect that a few 
years later, when self-support became 
a necessity, she was able to take entire 
charge of a Spanish private school in 
Magdalena> a town in the state of Son- 
ora, Mexico. She taught there for a 
year under great difficulties, 
being 


obliged "wing to the lack of text books, 
to provide the material for all her le- 
sons herself and then translate it into 
Spanish. The unusual proficiency thus 
obtained in the language gained for her 
later, however, a position as principal 
of the girls' department 
of public 


schools in Tucson, Arizona, the pupils 
therein being made up of about equally 
of English and Spanish children. 


In 1880 she resigned this position to 


join her sister, Mrs. Wiggin, who. had 
two years before organized in San Fran- 
cisco the first free kindergarten on the 
Pacific coast, and had Just opened a 
training soohol, for 
kindergartnerB 


Miss Smith enrolling herself in the first 
class. 


In time she became superintendent of 


th* Silver street kindergarten*, having 
the oversight of two hundred and twen- 
ty-five children, and it was here that 
she gained her deep and Intimate know- 
ledge of childhood and its waya- Sev- 
ern years later, having meanwhile fit- 
ted herself by constant practice and 
much study, she began to aniat Mre. 
Wiggin in, lectures to the training 
school, and, when tho lattei- 


of the institution until aha finally left 
it. in 1894. 


Tho bent of the two sisters was al- 


ways so strongly toward this work 
among pox>r children that their literary 
glfta were scarcely used outside of it 
for gome years. The reception given to 
Mrs. Wiggin'3 first book. "The Birds- 
Christmas Carol," however, was so em- 
phatic that she could not resist the 
claims of a new calling, and it was not 
long before Miss Smith followed in the 
same path. She first contributed 
sketches, stories and verses to various 
educational and 
other 
publications, 


then collaborated with Mrs. Wiggin in 
the series of books above mentioned 
published by Houghton, Mlfflin & Com- 
pany, and issued in March, 1898. a vol- 
ume of essays entitles "The Children of 
the Future.'"

EPIDEMIC IN INSANE ASYLUM 


Typhoid Fever in the Northampton 


Institution Causes Fear 


An epidemic of typhoid fever has 


been in progress at the Northampton 
insane asylum, where a number of local 
patients are confined, for some three 
weeks, but it is believed that the out- 
break is now under control, as it has 
been a week since the appearance of 
any new cases. The number of cases 
reached above 50, and four deaths re- 
sulted. These deaths were thqse of 
two young men, Mr. Carpenter and Mr. 
Dixon, who were attendants, and two 
insane people, who have been, inmates 
of the institution" for some time. Im- 
mediately upon the appearance of the 
disease to an extent that showed dan- 
ger of an epidemic the trustees were 
called together and nothing has been 
left undone in caring for the sick and 
in seeking for the cause. Every pre- 
caution against the spread of the dis- 
ease from those attacked has been tak- 
en, and from the fact that most of 
the patients became ill at about the 
same time there is no* doubt that the 
precautions against infection) have* been 
entirely successful. 


In an interview Dr. Houston, the su- 


perintendent, said that as ths cause 
was not known, there could be no ob- 
ject in avoiding publicty for fear that 
the management of the institution 
would be blamed, but any sensational 
enlargement of the facts would lead to 
undue alarm and increase the burdens 
of those who have been undergoing a 
very trying season. The relatives of in- 
mates have been kept informed of the 
progress of the epidemic and have 
shown confidence in the management to 
act wisely and efficiently under the cir- 
cumstances.

Continue to Prevail In the Buslnm World. 


General Activity In Manufacturing. 


New York, Oct. 14.—Bradstreet'ssays: 


Trade activity IB widespread, an meas- 
ures of volume and value testifying to 
prevailing prosperous conditions. Only 
good reports are received from distrib- 
utive trade centres, and some markets 
report fall demand as holding out longer, 
and quotations of staple prices all point 
to a maximum volume of business for 
this period of the year. 
Crop returns 


for October bear out earlier impressions 
of short yields of most leading agricul- 
tural products. 
Expectation of more 


moderate yields of leading cereals is not 
confined to this country. 


The higher range of prices of all 


staples, and particularly of agricultural 
products, however, will furnish a profit- 
able balance to producers. The advance 
in the price of cotton has been notable, 
and its effect upon general southern 
trade and industry are particularly ben- 
eficial. 


War rumors and realizing of specula- 


tive profits have furnished additionally 
depressing features in this respect, but in 
the manufacturing branch of trade 
strength is well nigh universal. While 
a source of depression to cotton, the 
Transvaal situation has proved rather 
favorable to wheat and other cereals, 
offsetting heavytesreases invisible sup- 
plies. 


The liberality of foreign demand is best 


shown, perhaps, in the September re- 
port of exports of leading products. 
Shipments of breadstuffs were as large 
as those of August, and cotton exports 
were double those of the same month a 
year ago. 


General manufacturing industry is 


running full, and activity is so wide- 
spread that it Is hard to prefer one in- 
dustry to another in this respect. Coal 
production ia particularly heavy, but a 
scarcity of cars is complained of in this 
and in the coke industry. 
Iron and 


steel are active as to production, but new 
business is limited by the small Quan- 
tities available for nearby delivery. 
Liberal orders are still reported for the 
first half of next year. 


Wool is very firm, though quieter at 


eome markets, while the manufactured 
product is* selling well on next spring's 
account. 


Shoe manufacturers a« busy, and 


leather and hides are sympathetically 
strong. 


Lumber is in urgent demand at many 


markets, and prices are firm.

Ruth Wilson, Miss Irene Hall and Miss 
Myrtle Wood—attended a party at 
Edge-water the other night with the 
understanding that they were to re- 
turn not later than 10:80. Last year 
a mild lecture from Dean Norfia was 
the only thing encountered when the 
time was extended half an hour by 
the girls, and they supposed that mat- 
ters had not changed, for, to use their 
own expression, "Miss Bowen had 
such a sweet face." 


But that same "sweet face" assum- 


ed a most determined look when the 
young women returned at 11 o'clock. 
There aud then the sentence was pro- 
nounced Oj-id the firm statement that 
under no circumstances would it be 
made lighter. As a consequence until 
Feb. 1 the young .women will be com- 
pelled to be inside the hall every night 
before the university clock strikes 8, 


The girls at Woman's hall look upon 


the punishment as harsh and unjust, 
and many of them hint 'that serious 
trouble may result if the new dean per- 
sists in putting into effect such rigid 
regulations.

QUICK TIME ON PIKE'S PEAK. 


Captain Boynton Ascended and De- 


ftceEided In 305 Minutes. 


Captain G. Melville Boynton, who 


left Brooklyn on June 26 to walk to 
San Francisco, and return on a wager, 
recently lowered the record on the 
ascent and descent of Pike's peak, says 
the New York Tribune. That record 
was 340 minutes and was made two 
years ago by an Italian, against 300 
minutes, established in 1892 by E. de 
Lavergne, a professional Colorado 
sprinter, now of Honolulu. De La- 
vergne walked in front of the cog 
road engine in making the ascent. 
Captain Boynton made the round trip 
of IS miles in 305 minutes, taking five 
minutes' rest at the top. In making 
the last 2,000 feet of the ascent, or 
from the timber line up, he was trou- 
bled with nausea. Otherwise he stood 
the trip well. The start was made 
from the cog station at noon. He reach- 
ed the summit, ascending 7,000 feet in 
nine miles, at 3:24.

Springs the other day two days ahead 
of schedule time in his transconti- 
nental trip. His route through Colo- 
rado will be across Marshall pass, 
through Gunnison, Cirnarron, Mont- 
rose, Delta and Grand Junction, then 
through Utah and the Bad Lands over 
the Sierra Nevadas to San Francisco. 
His average is 21 miles a day. The 
entire mileage is 7,444. He will walk 
every mile without spending a ceut for 
transportation.

Some Idea of Their Efficiency 


In a Campaign 


VIEWS OF A GEEMAH JOURNAL, 


Pralie* Their Courage at the Ki- 


yeuHe of Their Military Sense. 
'What an Euellih Major Say» About 
Officer*—Great Hones Placed IB Ef- 


I 
Aelency of the Cavalry. 
Ignorance of campaign service and 


negligence in reconnoitei'lng •were the 
causes of the enormous losses of the 
English In their previous encounters 
with the Boers, snys a correspondent 
of the Frankfort Gazette. An English 
major with whom I conversed upon 
the preparations made for war said to 
me, "It will be ended, no doubt, to our 
advantage, because our forces are vast- 
ly superior to those of the Boers, but 
It will cost us enormous losses, for the 
reason that our generals know little or 
nothing of war, and our officers don't 
know how to lead their troops against 
a well armed enemy." I asked him if 
he did not think that the suppression 
of the purchase of commissions, the re- 
sult of which is beginning to be seen 
In the high ranks, had not produced 
some good effects upon the efficiency 
of the corps of officers. 


"Not 
at all," he said. "The efficiency 


of our officers -would be superior if in 
our army the system of favoritism 
played a smaller part. It is not merit; 
it is favoritism which in most cases 
brings about the appointment of a man 
to some high command. Our young 
officers enter the army without having 
the slightest idea of military service. 
If they should be sent out Just now in 
a campaign against the Boers, they 
•would no doubt conduct themselves 
bravely, but they would not know when 
to turn back or what to do with their 
men." 


After witnessing the recent English 


maneuvers I myself got the same im- 
pression. The officers of every grade 
have a careless attitude, the orders are 
slack and but little importance is at- 
tached to their execution, and that Is 
something which I have remarked on 
several occasions. The officers take no 
account of the nature of the ground 
upon which they maneuver, and each 
movement of the English infantry, 
which always fires volleys and never 
seeks shelter, brings one back to the 
time of the battle of Waterloo, the 
only battle, probably, that these offi- 
cers have studied to get an idea of 
tactics. 


An English military writer has point- 


ed out in his work upon the British 
army the dislike of studying the his- 
tory of wars which exists among the 
officers. 
Outside of their campaigns j 


against the Afridls and. Sudanese they { 
have had no chance to gain any prac- 
tical military knowledge. Neither does 
the training of the soldiers present 
any opportunity to acquire a knowl- 
edge of tactics. 
The English officer 


is careful to put aside everything that 
Is military, except during the hours of 
exercise, and, inasmuch as he confines 
his studies to a few of the old battles, 
one need not be surprised that even on 
a maneuvering ground he plays a poor 
part from the viewpoint of a trained 
soldier. In a word, these gentlemen 
simply play soldiers. They have an air 
of indifference during the hours of 
service and exercise and show clearly 
that they don the uniform simply to 
get the title of officer and because it 
is the custom among the sons of rich 
families. 


No doubt in their uniforms they are 


brave. An English officer said to me 
one day that he considered it incom- 
patible with his dignity to kneel down 
or to prostrate himself before the fire 
of an enemy. He thought that such an 
attitude might set a bad example to 
the others, because it might be taken 
as a sign of fear. The heavy losses 
among the officers in the campaigns 
against the Boers and even the defeats 
in the war of 1881 against the Trans- 
vaal were the result of a laudable 
courage, but they displayed the utter 
military incapacity of their leaders. 


The English have great hopes of the 


efficiency of their cavalry in their cam- 
paign against the Boers, and, from 
what I have seen of the English army, 
I do not hesitate to declare that their 
cavalry is the only arm which comes 
up to modern military instruction and 
which surpasses perhaps the cavalry 
of certain European countries. 
The 


cavalry officers also present a favora- 
ble impression, but this does not mean 
that they have any more military 
knowledge than their comrades in the 
infantry and the artillery. 


Naturally there are generals and oth- 


er superior officers who can see the de- 
fects of the English military system. 
For instance, Sir R. Buller, Who is to 
be commander in chief in the campaign 
of the Transvaal, knows very well that 
against the Boers he will have to adopt 
new tnctics. After his inspection of 
the troops destined for the Transvaal, 
made some little time ago at Aldershot, 
he said, "Don't stick with too much 
zeal to your eld habits." And he re- 
proached the infantry officers for tak- 
ing too much care in forming and pre- 
serving pretty lines and for not taking 
sufficiently into account the formation 
and nature of the ground. But I be- 
lieve that these late lessons will have 
no good effect upon the officers.

"I would hesitate to accept the house 


If It were offered tok me as the ranking 
officer of the United States navy, but 
If It Is understood that It Is a gift from 
the people to George Dewey person- 
ally I want It and shall receive it in 
the spirit In which the present Is con- 
ferred." So said Admiral Dewey in 
conversation with Mr. Allen, the as- 
sistant secretary of the navy, at Wash- 
ington, who asked him what his feel- 
Ings were In regard to the matter of 
the mansion for the purchase of which 
$50,000 has been subscribed. 


"As I understand it," he added, 


"there la nothing official about this 
affair. The gift IB made to me person- 
ally, and I shall take it with pleasure. 
Indeed, I am delighted with the idea 
and with the sentiment which prompt- 
ed this act of generosity on the part of 
the people." 


"I am sorry, admiral, that you did 


not make It known three months ago 
that you would accept the house," said 
United States Treasurer Roberta, who 
took part In the conference. 
"If you 


had done so, $100,000 would have been 
subscribed instead of 550,000." "It is 
enough as It IB, more than enough," re- 
plied Dewey, shaking bis head. "Do 
you think it necessary to build me a 
palace? The utmost I can desire is a 
modest establishment. A huge bouse 
Is troublesome to take care of and re- 
quires a great many servants. I am 
really better pleased that the sum to 
be expended Is not greater." 


Already the $50,000 has been fully 


subscribed, and the money lies In bank 
subject to the order of the treasurer 
of the fund, Mr. Ellis H. Roberts, says 
the New York Herald. With him on 
the committee are Mr. Allen, Adjutant 
General Corbln, Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury Vanderllp and Assistant 
Postmaster 
General 
Perry Heath. 


These gentlemen have been putting 
their heads together since Dewey's 
arrival In Washington, and they have 
already had a brief talk with him as 
to his wishes In the matter, which will 
be deferred to in all respects, even as 
to details. There has been no thought 
of buying a bouse and banding it over 
to tbe admiral trusting to luck as to its 
pleasing him. Indeed, it Is altogether 
probable that no bouse will be pur- 
chased, the choice being in favor of 
building. 


The real estate agents of Washing- 


ton are wildly anxious to furnish resi- 
dences for the admiral's occupancy. 
They have offered hundreds of them, 
and not a few of those 
proffered 


are handsome and eligible mansions. 
Three-fourths of them, however, are 
not suitably located, and of the rest 
there is hardly one that is satisfactory 
In all points. It is true that the com- 
mittee In charge has not made any 
thorough Inspection of them, simply 
because there was no use in taking 
any steps without consultation with 
Dewey. 


As for the location, Dewey wants to 


be within half a dozen blocks of tke 
Metropolitan club, which for a great 
many years has been his home in real- 
ity. He used to board at a little hotel 
of very moderate pretensions in H 
street, in tbe same block with the Met- 
ropolitan, but he only slept and break- 
fasted at the hotel, and what leisure 
he had was spent at tbe club close by. 
The admiral belongs to the Army and 
Navy club, as a matter of course, but 
in the future, as hitherto, his place of 
resort will be the Metropolitan, where 
all the old army and navy "cockalo- 
rums" gather to "swap stories," play 
whist and indulge In other mild 
amusements. 


So it is probable that Dewey's house 


will be within a block or two of Mrs. 
McLean's residence, where he has been 
staying temporarily, at K street and 
Connecticut avenue. A suitable lot 
will be purchased, and a house will be 
built on It according to plans approved 
by the admiral. It will not be a large 
house, but In all respects It will be 
tasteful and well appointed. The ques- 
tion bas not yet been decided whether 
a certain sum—say $10,000—shall be 
held out of the fund for furnishing and 
equipping the establishment 
Only 


Dewey can decide this point, though 
the committee has felt that it would 
be preferable to present to the admiral 
a dwelling complete in all respects and 
ready to be occupied. 


If It la decided to build, some time 


.will necessarily be lost in selecting the 
site, and ground will not be broken un- 
til next spring. In this event the house 
would not be finished until about this 
time next year. When it is completed 
and ready to be handed over to Its 
owner, there will be a formal presenta- 
tion In the main drawing room, on 
which occasion probably Assistant Sec- 
retary Allen will make a speech in be- 
half of the committee and will hand to 
Dewey bis title papers for the property. 


From what the admiral bas said to 


members of tbe committee on the sub- 
ject, It would seem that the gift of the 
bouse bas touched him more than any- 
thing else that has been done for him 
since he got back from the Philip- 
pines. Nearly all of the contributions, 
too, were made by persons of small 
means, though a few millionaires, such 
as the Vanderbilts and Goulds, and 
some great corporations, like the Bald- 
win Locomotive works, gave impor 
tant help at the end with big subscrip- 
tions. A list of tbe contributors will be 
given to Dewey; but, of course, It will 
be impossible for him to acknowledge 
them individually. The idea of the 
gift was first suggested by Admiral 
Upsbur. 


With a handsome house and an In- 


come of $13,000 a year guaranteed him 
for tbe rest of his .life, Admiral Dewey 
will be very well off. He bas a private 
Income of at least $4,000 a year apart 
from hli pay and, only nominal duty 
being required of htm, be ougbt to 
have a remarkabl>»pleaaant existence. 


He is fond of society in moderation 
and, barring tbe president, there will 
be henceforth no more important per- 
sonage in Washington than he. 


CONDITIONS IN MANILA. 


How the City HM Been ItagroTsa 


D«rl«ff the Laat Six Moatlu. 


Following Is an extract from a letter 


from Lieutenant Charles M. McLeater 
from Manila, under date of Aug. 7, 
Bays the St Louis Globe-bemocrat: 


"There is an occasional skirmish on 


our extreme outposts, but around Ma- 
nila itself everything is exceedingly 
quiet Martial law is enforced In the 
city, and only officers and men with 
passes are allowed upon the streets 
after 8:30 at night The rains are fre- 
quent and hard, but the weather pleas- 
ant and cool and quite different from 
what you are undergoing at home. We 
sleep under blankets every night and 
often wake up cool and double the 
blankets over us. This may be an un- 
usual 'spell,1 but It Is very gratifying 
after what we had expected to find. 


"The city of Manila has changed con- 


siderably since we left it In February 
and is much improved. The various 
departments, especially the sanitation 
department, have settled down to ear- 
nest work, the city is much cleaner and 
there Is not nearly so much disease as 
formerly. The natives seem to have 
a greater respect for Americans than 
when we first went to Manila, and the 
Spaniards seem better disposed and 
more friendly toward us. 
All these 


things are somewhat of a surprise to 
me and would seem to Indicate a near- 
er approach to a. settlement of the Phil- 
ippine question. 


"We are quartered In a good locality, 


and tbe men have excellent barracks. 
We, the officers, occupy a Spanish resi- 
dence, old, but very good. We are a lit- 
tle crowded, but there is a tile covered 
portico up stairs, with latticework and 
rolling shades around It, which make 
an excellent place in which to sleep. 
There are two 'showers' and a good 
bathtub in the . house, and a refresh- 
Ing bath every morning adds much to 
our pleasure as well as our health. We 
enjoy all these things to the utmost 
after our experience at the front, 
which, though not altogether pleasant, 
was perhaps not sufficiently hard to 
cause much complaint from a good sol- 
dier. Colonel Wallace, the commander 
of our new regiment the Thirty-sev- 
enth United States volunteers, seems 
to be an excellent officer, aad we are 
greatly pleased with him. 


"I am kept quite busy as ordnance 


officer for the regiment and am glad to 
have a little tins* to think of the boys 
of the 'First,' who will sail away for 
dear old Tennessee without me."

Flagg had charge of the road up Grey- 
lock, keeping it in repair and good con- 
dition for travel. 
In return for this 


he collected the tolls, and turned them 
into the repair fund. The tolls rarely 
paid all the expenses of keeping the 
road in condition, but Mr. Flagg never 
made any charge for the balance from 
the association, and it was understood 
was paying the difference himself. In 
order to be able to show to the asso- 
ciation, however, that the tolls were 
not in excess of the amount expended, 
he kept accounts of what he took in 
from the road and what he spent on it. 


At the time of his death, these ac- 


counts showed that he spent between 
$?00 and $400 more than he had re- 
ceived since he had been caring for the 
road. 


Since his death the association has 


been notified by the estate that claim 
may be brought for this amount, said 
to be due Mr. Flagg, and that payment 
•will be demanded. This announcement 
was a surprise to the officers, and the 
claim will be disputed, if brought. 


At the time the state reservation was 


brought up, Mr. Flagg owned about 
40 shares in the association's stock. In 
common with the other stockholders, 
he signed off his claims. The associa- 
tion will claim that this included his 
work on the road as well as his shares, 
while if the claim is pressed the estate 
will probably claim that it included 
only the 40 shares. 


The association will also maintain 


that Mr. Flagg had always given what 
he had paid out for the road, and that 
the accounts he kept were merely a 
record in order to show the association 
if called upon that the tolls had not 
exceeded the amount expended.

The Problem of Sunday Excursions 


From the Pittsfield Eagle: 
"The fact that Prof. Barton was to
